NOTICE OF PROPOSED RULEMAKING

The Director of the District Department of Transportation, pursuant to sections 3(b) and 5(3)(D)
of the Department of Transportation Establishment Act of 2002, effective May 21, 2002 (D.C.
Law 14-137; D.C. Official Code §§ 50-921.02(b) and 50-921.04(3)(D)); section 2(b) of the
Motor Vehicle Parking Regulation Amendment Act of 1999, effective May 9, 2000 (D.C. Law
13-97; 47 DCR 786); and section 2(1)(1) of the Residential Permit Parking Regulation
Amendment Act of 1984, effective March 16, 1985 (D.C. Law 5-185; 18 DCMR § 2414.1),
hereby gives notice of the intent to take final rulemaking action to adopt the following
amendment to Chapter 24 of Title 18 (Vehicles and Traffic) of the District of Columbia
Municipal Regulations (DCMR). The purpose of the amendment, which has been approved by
the Director of the Department of Public Works, is to establish a visitor parking pilot program
within the Advisory Neighborhood Commission boundaries of the Residential Parking Permit
areas of Ward 4 in the District of Columbia.

Final rulemaking action to adopt the amendment shall be taken in not less than ten (10) days
from the date of publication of this notice in the D.C. Register. The Director finds good cause
for the shortened notice and comment period because a letter will be mailed to each residential
parking permit holder in Ward 4, notifying them of the new visitor parking pilot program.

Chapter 24 (Stopping, Standing, Parking, and Other Non-Moving Violations) of Title 18
DCMR is amended as follows:

Section 2414 (Visitor or Temporary Permits) is amended by adding a new subsection 2414.6 to
read as follows:

2414.6 The Director shall implement a one (1) year visitor parking pilot program within the
Advisory Neighborhood Commission boundaries of the Residential Parking Permit
areas of Ward 4 in the District of Columbia.
